Whereas one G. Smitu of York, has lately publithed 
a Scheme of the Solar Eclipfe which will happen in Feb. 
next (engraved by Eman. Bowen for the Author and E. 
Cave at St John’s gate) in which he has not only thewn 
his ignorance of that part of Aftronomy which rclates to 
the general doftrine of Solar Eclipfes, but has evidently 
taken from my two Schemes, printed for Mr. Senex in 
Fleet-ftreet, all that is valuable in hiss and, not content 
with this, has unjuftly found fault with my Projection ; 
it lies upon me to clear myfelf of the imputation of error, 
and defend myfelf againit his malicious afperfions: there- 
fore I appeal to fuch perfons as are skilled in this matter, 
to judge whether I am not right in my reprefentation ot 
the fituation the earth wil] have at the time of the middle 
of the general Eclipfe, as is expreft in my Nota Bene un- 
der the Scheme itfelf; whereas Mr. Suiin gives out, 
that I have drawn it for a Map of the univerfal Geogra 
phy of the faid Eclipfe, by which he can mean no other 
thing than a view of it during its whole continuance, 
which I never intended, as my Note abovementioned de- 
clares. 

How farhe isa plagiary will appear by comparing his 
Schemes of the Eclipfes for feveral places with mine, 
wherein he has expreft the fame number of dizits and fex. 
agefimal parts, as may be feen in mine, exactly in fome, 
and with {mall variation in others. As for the pafiage of 
the Penumbra! fhadow over Ireland and Scotland, any 
body may fee that it is copied from mine, and only varied 
fo far as to make it worfe. All that has the appearance of 
being new in his Scheme, is only the general paflage of 
the Penumbra over the earth during the whole Eclipfe 
which is taken from the de(cription given of it in writcing 
in one of my Schemes, in thefe words, 


Paffage of the Penumbra. 


The Penumbra firft takes the earth in New Spain (No. 
America) near Cape Higuexas, 40 leagues weft of Panama, 
where the Moon’s loweft limb will juft touch the Sun’s 
upper at his apparent rifing ; from whence it will increafe 
and fpread itfelf over al! the Amazon country, as alfo over 
the Bay of Mexico, Florida, and the Car bbe ifles, the 
inhabitants beholding more or le(s of the Sun’s body ob 
fcured, according as they are fituated nearer or farther 
remote from the center, which will {oon after come upon 
the Disk juft in the Meridian of Mexico, lat. 26° Z2 
north, there the San will be teen to rife centrally eclipied, 
and round the Moon’s body vriil appear a bright luminous 
circle, 


N. B. The fame Pharnomianon 
aill be to all places over 
which the center paffes, but 
more vifible near the Horizon, 
by reafon the ring ‘of light 
decreafes as the Sun's alti- 
tude increafes, confequently 
the annular path «til be 
much broader in America, 
than over the Atlantic. 


The central point will di 
rect its way over Cape Flo. 
rida, and {0 pafs on to the 
main ocean, 60 leagues fouth 
of Bermudas. In the latitude 
33° 12° and longitude 54° 
weit from London the Eclipte 
will fall exaétly in the nona- 
gefima degree; and not far 
; from thence in latitude 35° 
6 north, and longitude 51° 18’ weft, the center of the Pe. 
numbra happens to be at the middie of the general K- 
clipfe; both which places are in the vaft Atlantic ocean 
betwixt the Weftern Ifles and thofe of Bahama. : 

In the fame fea 8° more eatterly, and 4° fo’ more 
north, i.e. of the laft place (viz.) betwixt the Azores, 
and the land of Acadia, the central Eclipfe will tranfit the 

eridian ; at length the center of tne Penumbra! Shadow 
arrives in Ireland, and paffes over that kingdom betwixt 
Londonderry and Armagh ; thence continuing its courte 





north-eaftward, will direétly pafs over the city of Eden- 
burgh. ‘The Moon being then near the horizon, the 
Shadow will only pafs over the North-(ea into Sweden, and 
there the center will go off from the earth nearly in the 
middle betwixt Stockholm and Gothbourgh, to them the 
fun will fet centrally ob{cured with a bright fhining ring, 
like that at the rifing in America, Laftly, on the north 
coaft of the Mediterranean fea, 10 leagues eaft of Barce 
lona, having over-runall Europe, the north parts of A fiice, 
and part of Afia, the Penumbra entirely leaves the earth, 
and the general Eclipfe ends with the fetting fun. ‘The 
velocity of the Shadow in America 50 miles, over the At 
lantic 30, in Europe 70, and near the Horizon tco 
miles ina minute. The mean velocity 39, and diftance 
in the path 2260 leagues. 


Mean annular duration 4 minutes. 


Bet as Mr. Smtrx knew not how to reprefent the 
annulus at its coming on and going off, he has made the 
ends of the track, (which ought to have been parabo- 
lical) a ftrait line, only to fhew the middle without cither 
a true beginning or end; and, as a further preof of h's 
ignorance, reprefents the paflage of the axis of the Sha 
dow in the middle of the way of the Penumbra; with 
feveral more ridiculous blunders, which I have not at pre- 
fent time to mention.
